NEW YoitK, Nov. 17, 1807. 


Mr. 
Editor,—The processions of the 


Mackcrelville 'workingmcn,' as they some- 
what facetiously styled themselves, have at 
last for the present, all passed by,—and we 
have really had, for the -last two or three 
days, "nothing new under the sun," to take 
their place in the public attention. There 
has been, it is true, the usual routine amount 
of burglaries, thefl, assaults and woes flow- 
ing from intemperance, and rather an in- 
increase of suicides—no less than three of 
the latter being reported yesterday—but 
these things have become so common here, 
as to excite little or no surprise, except in 
some marked instances. 


Of the latter kind is the case of Dr. J. T. 


Curtis, the foremost homoeopathic physician 
in the city, and a very estimable man, who 
in a fit of mental aberration, destroyed his ! 
own life by shooting with a pistol on Fri-! 
day last. Dr.'C. had suffered a partial loss i 
of sight some years ago, and had of late \ 
been intently busy in perfecting a machine 
of his own invention for working button- 
holes. 
A far too close mental application, 


last week, had for some nights wholly de- 
prived him of his accustomed sleep—and on 
Friday, before his friends were aware eitVr 


his state of mind or his suicidal purpose, 


the fearful deed was accomplished. lie was a 
native of Connecticut, and only 43 years of 
age, but resident here for some 20 years 
past,

jer—and a very poor time of year it is, for 
such a purpose. 
Mayor Wood's name, as 


the "champion of municipal rights, and the 
"riend of the workmen," (?) is largely dis- 
played on canvas, across the principal 
streets, for re-election. There is, as yet, no 
Union candidate before the people in oppo- 
sition to His rather questionable Honor. 
But a large meeting of merchants and 
others, who most earnestly desire to rescue 
the city from the misrule of Wood and 
Irishism, was held on Saturday in Wall- 
street, and a committee appointed to confer 
with other committees about town with a 
view to the selection and efficient support 
of an opposition candidate. 
I fear there is 


no great prospect of success, but I know the 
city Arts been rescued from the control of 
the Goths and Vandals not a few times 
heretofore, and it may be again. 


The question of a new City Post-office, so 


long and variously agitated, has come up 
again, by reason of the late visit of the 
Post-master General to our town, with 
some reference to the matter. It seems he 
was beset, while here, by all sorts of owners 
of corner lots, who would have been glad to 
drive a good smart bargain with the gov- 
ernment, but whose interest in the question 
of the most central and suitable location for 
a City Post-office was very small in com- 
parison. An appropriation of Half a Mil- 
lion Dollars, it seems, has been made by 
Congress for the purchase of a proper site 
and the erection of a suitable building; and 
Mr. P. M. General Brown is willing to give 
one-half the whole amount, (being 250,000) 
for a lot 250 feet wide by 150 deep, at the 
north end of the Park, on Chambers-street. 
The Common Council have had the matter 
up for consideration, and have, though a 
committee, offered Mr. Brown a lot, not at 
the upper, but at the extreme lower end of 
the Park, opposite the Astor House, on the 
conditions proposed. This would not be a 
bad place for a Post-office, except it would 
just about spoil the Park—that's all. 
So, I 


rather hope the proposition will not succeed. 
It is be.ieved, by the way, in some quarters, 
that the city authorities are not at liberty, 
legally, to alienate any portion of the Park 
for such a purpose. But certainly, a proper 
City Post-office is one of the greatest pre- 
sent wants of this metropolis. 


About sixty laborers employed by the 


Cunard Steamship Company at Jersey City, 
and whose wages had been reduced from 
§1,25 to §1 a day, made a general "strike" 
on Saturday, refusing themselves to work 
or to permit other persons to take their j 
places, except at the former wages of ten 
shillings a day.

ever, supplied by other hands on Monday— 
no disturbance.

cury sustained in a tube by the pressure of 
the atmosphere varied in height at different 
times, and that these variations were accom- 
panied or followed by t'hanges in the weath- 
er, such an instrument has been applied to 
inelcrcnlogicul purposes, under the name of 
bar.imetor. 
Barometers have been con- 


structed in a variety of vvays.many of which 
are mure expensive, though not in fact su- 
perior in real utility to the common form. 
It consists of a glass tube, about thirty-four 
inc-lii.-s in length, and one third of tin inch in 
diameter. The upper end of this tube is her- 
tneilcillr sealed. 
It is filled with puiifiod 


mercury, and the open end is inserted into a 
basin containing thesame metal. The tube 
and basin are fixed to a frame of wood and 
suspended in a vertical situation. The mer- 
cury in the barometer lube will subside till 
t he column be equivalent to the weight of 
the external air upon the si race of the 
mciciiry in the basin, and it therefore be- 
comes a measure of tbat weight. The height 
of llie mercury in the tube above the sur- 
face of the mercury intlie bas:n is called the 
standard altitude"; and the difference be- 
Iween the greatest and least altitudeLS is call- 
ed the scale of variation. The measurement 
of the inches is taken from the surface of the 
mercury in the basin.
